bor spars fnlliug down from lack of sup- 
port.

At last her seams began to open and she 
filled with water and sank, tho tido ebbing 
and llowing iu her. 
At length there came a 


very high lido and a heavy gale together,

fasts parted, and her 
bowsprit 
driven 


through a building on tho wharf. 
Koon af- 


ter this the captain took her in hand again, 
ro-rigged her, had her leaks Rtoppod, and 
sho was comparatively a good vassal ngnin. 
But tho same process of decay wont on again 
and a fow months found her in as had n 
condition as before, or nearly so.

this time old hulks wero being purchased 
by the government, to (ill with stone nnd 
sink nt Iho entrance of Charleston harbor, 
ami $1,000 was offered for tho vessel for 
that purpose.
